Le Recommendation 4 from the Agency Cost Reduction and 
Efficiency (CORE) briefing to the Executive Committee (EXCOM) on 
14 December called for the consolidation of the Agency 
micrographics facilities. The EXCOM did not concur in the 
recommendation, but asked the CORE Working Group to study the 
issue further to determine how micrographics could be 
consolidated to accommodate the concerns of the involved 
components. The EXCOM also asked that during the study the 
Information Handling Systems Architect (IHSA) be kept advised. 
The CORE Working Group is to report its findings to the Committee 
by 15 March 1982. 


Le In order to comply with the EXCOM request that the 
micrographics consolidation issue be studied further, it is 
necessary that a task group be established. The task group 
should address the following issues: 


a. Current resources (personnel, space, 
equipment, etc.) and production requirements of the 
individual component micrographics facilities. 


b. Redundant services that could be provided 
in a consolidated facility. 


Cc. Planned expansion in, or decrease of, 
component micrographics services. 


d. ‘Savings (if any) in personnel, space, equipment, 


and operating costs that can be derived by consolidation.
